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in Figure 34. The numbers in Figure 34 indicate the positions of Cys residues and the 
brackets indicate disulfide linkages inferred by analogy to those present in TIMP and 
probably Ml as well. The arrowheads indicate positions of Lys and Arg residues. Note 
that the fragment 133-170 produced by plasmin cleavage has two internal disulfide 
bonds (Cys 133-Cys 138 and Cys 146-Cys 167) but no covalent linkages to fragment 1- 
132 or fragment 171-194. As suggested above, the disulfide bond Cys 128-Cys 175 
would keep fragments 1-132 and 171-194 covalently linked after excision of fragment 
133-170 by plasmin^
